Irish University Reform. 

Tho Times characterises Mr. Glad- 
stone's great speech on the Irish Univer- 
sity Bill as "ono of his longest and most 
elaborate Bpeeob.es." It certainly was 
long, tho report of it occupying ten 
closely printed columns in the Times, 
That it was u.blo as well as elaborate, no 
one familiar with the brilliant record of 
ono of Britain's boldest and most talented 
statesmen ■will need to bo told. This is 
tho way ho opened: — "I riso, Sir, for tho 
third timo since tho formation of the 
present Government, to submit to tho 
the House in detail proposals respecting 
Irish affairs,, in regard to which I eny 
little in stating that they are vital to tho 
honor and existence of tho Government; 
but of which I may say also that which 
is of greater importance — that they nro 
vital to tho prosperity and welfare of Ire- 
land. For oven if wo think that Univer- 
sity education is a mattor less directly 
connected with the peace and happiness of 
tho country than others on which we have 
formerly been called upon at times to 
proceed, it must bo borne in mind that 
when wo look into tho far future tho well- 
being of Ireland must in a great degree 
depend on tho moral and intellectual cul- 
ture of her people, in promoting which 
tho efficiency of hor Universities ought to 
bo a most powerful and effectual instru- 
ment." And this io how ho closed:— 
"This is an important— I would almost 
say, considering tho many classes it con- 
cerns and tho many topics it involves, it 
is a solemn subject. It is solemn from 
the issues which depend upon it. We 
have approached it with the desire to 
soothe and not oxasporato. I hope that 
in the longthenod address I have deliver- 
ed to the House I have not said anything 
that can offend. (Hear, hear). If I have 
done so, it is ontirely contrary to my in- 
tention find my honest wish. (Hear, hear. ) 
"We, Sir, have done our best. We have 
not spared labor and application in the 
preparation of this certainly complicated, 
and, I venture to hope, comprehensive 
plan. We havo sought to provide a com- 
plete romody for what we thought, and 
for what Ave havo long marked and held 
up to public attention as, a palpable griev- 
ance — a grievance of conscience. But 
wo have not thought that, in removing 
that grievance, we were discharging either 
tho whole or the main part of our duty. 
It is ono thing to clear away obstructions 
from the ground; it is another to raise tho 
fnbric. And the fabric, which wo seek to 
raise is a substantive, organized system, 
under which all tho sons of Ireland, be 
their professions, be their opinions what 
they may, may freely meet in their own 
ancient, noble historic University for the 
advancement of learning in that country. 
Wo ask the House not to embark upon a 
plan which can bo described as ono of 
mere innovation. We ask you to give to 
Ireland that which has been lonfr desired, 
which has boen often attempted, but 
which has never been done: and wo ask 
you to give it to Ireland, founding your- 
selves upon the principle mi which yon 
have already acted in the Universities of 
England. We commit the plan to the 
prudence and tho patriotism of this 
House, which wo have so often experi- 
enced, and in which tho country places, ns 
we well know, an entire confidence. I 
will not lay stress upon the evils which 
will flow from its failure, from its rejec- 
tion, in prolonging and embittering tho 
controversies which have for too many 
years boon suffered to exist. I would 
rather dwell upon a more pleasing pros- 
pect — upon my hope, even upon my be- 
lief that this plan in its essential features 
may meet with tho approval of the House 
and of tho country. At any rate, I inn 
convinced that if it bo your pleasure to 
adopt it, you will by its means cnablo 
Irishmen to raise their country to a height 
in the sphere of human culture which 
will be worthy of the genius of the: people, 
and ono which may, perhaps, emulate 
those oldest, and, possibly, best traditions 
of Irish history upon which that country 
still fondly dwells." The following is an 
outline of tho scheme, as traced in the 
'Jimcs: — "The main and central idea of 
this scheme is the enlargement of the 
University of Dublin so as tn include not 
only Trinity College, but i ho Queen's 
Colleges, the Catholic College, Mageo 
College and perhaps some other institu- 
tions, the University itself being purely 
unsectarian, and its Governing Body free 
from any representation of creeds or ec- 
clesiastical influence. The University 
wiU be provided with a body of Profes- 
sors giving lectures on their several sub- 
jects, and will have a certain number 
of prizes to bestow on the students who 
may most distinguish themselves at mat- 
riculation, at tho intermediate examina- 
tion:), and at the examinations for degrees. 
The funds for the payment of Professors, 
Examinors, and Prizemen, will bedorivod 
in part — £12,000 a year — from tho Uni- 
versity funds of Trinity College: in part - 
£10,000 annually — from tho Consolida- 
ted Fund; but as to tho greater part— 
£28,000 annually -from the surplus 
moneys of the Disestablished Church. 
The Theological Faculty of Trinity Col- 
lege is set aside and placed under the 
control and authority of the Governing 
Body of the same Disestablished Church." 
Such is the measure upon which the 
electric telegraph has informed the civi- 
lized world that the Administration was 
defeated by a majority of three, and re- 
signed. But the world has also been ap- 
prised of the fact that the Opposition 
hesitated to undertake the responsibility 
of forming it now Ministry, and that Mr. 
Gladstone, in compliance with the desu'Q 
of the Sovereign and, wo feel sure it may 
be added, of tho nation, consented to carry 
on tho Government without any change 
either of policy or in the personnel of his 
Cabinet. 

A Gushing Organ 

One day last week we repented the 
truism that "Tho absence of opposition 
to the ro-eloction of a Minister is some- 
times morn ominous than tho Btrougest 
opposition;" and we, at the same time, de- 
murred to the proposition of our morning 
contemporary, that tho public had "by 
the ri-jleotion of Mr, Armstrong by accla- 



mation, put tho seal of their ondorsation 
upon every act and measure of the Gov- 
ernment from tho day thatthoy took office 
until tho present moment." 

In its edition of yesterday, tho organ 
gives a full column of froth, intended as 
a reply. A proper sonso of what is duo 
to tho public interest forbids our indul- 
gence in that style of bombastic nonsouco, 
nor do tho ordinary rules of warfare re- 
quire that we should explain tho reasons 
of policy which load us to prefer seeing 
the Minister of Finanoe(!) in the Cabinet 
just now to seeing him rejected at tho 
polls. As to the public pulse, wo havo 
no desire whatever to dispel the happy 
hallucination which seems to have settled 
down upon tho mind of our contemporary. 
It will awake to tho stern reality quite 
soon enough. In tho meantime let it 
sing:— 

" Hush-a-bye, Baby, thy cradle is green : 
Father's a utiblcuiau, inotlitr'* a queen; 
And Betty's n huly nml wears s gold ring; 
And Tommy's a drummer nnd drums fur tho king."

Tlie U. S. Tea Trade. 

The Now York Tribune sums nil tho tea 
trade during tho lust your. The roponl 
of tho duty was the most notahlo ovont 
during the your in connection with tho 
trade. At that time about forty-five mil- 
lions of pounds were stored in tho cus- 
tom-houses, A groat deal of this was 
sold in advance, and tho market was not 
thoroforo seriously affeoted, as tho duty 
had been discounted. Tho market was, 
however, so well stocked that tho impor- 
tations fell off, between Juno and Octo- 
ber, over two millions of pounds. The 
wholesale price of tea, in consequence of 
this stato of tilings, is now about 22 couts 
per pound loss than it^vas twelve months 
since, the duty making a difference of 15 
cents gold (equivalent to 17 cents curren- 
cy) , and the decrease in value being from 
•1 to 5 cents. It is doubtful, however, if 
consumers receive tho full benefit of this 
reduction. One of tho most curious facts 
in connection with the immense tea trade 
carried on between tho United States and 
China and Japan, is that the cost of 
transportation is loss by the way of the 
Suez canal than via San' Francisco and 
tho Pacific railroad. Three million pounds 
less than in 1871 wore imported by tho 
latter route. Very little tea is re-import- 
ed from England and Camilla. 

The lew Westminster Out- 
rage— Death of the Victim. 

Telegraphic intelligence was received 
in this city yesterday of the death of John 
C. Dieter, tho victim of tho outrage at 
Now Westminster on Friday night last. 
Tho perpetrators have hot been tracked, 
and it is feared they will escape. The 
outrage is unparalleled in tho history of 
tho Province. A peaceable, respectable 
citizen is seized and gagged in his own 
house — his sirong-box rilled and ho led 
away into tho brush and beaten to death! 
And the Government of tho Province in 
which this unparalleled atrocity has oc- 
curred offer a reward of j-iiOO for tho ap- 
prehension and conviction of tho villains! 
For a crime of so atrocious a character 
a reward of at least 82000 ought to 
bo held up as an inducement for men 
to turn out and hunt the murderers; and 
if the perpetrators be Shepley and Brown 
$5000 would be a small sum to pay for 
them, dead or alive. Dieter was a Ger- 
man, only two months a resident of the 
Province, and but three weeks married. 
His ago wus about -10 years.

BocJy of a Child with a Life Preserver 
upon It picked up by the StmrOttor 

Tho steamer Etta White came dowu 
"from Nauaimo last evening. She reports 
tho bark Dominga from San Francisco 
for coal, and the steamer Otter from the 
North, in port there, ('apt. Lewis of tho 
Otter, reported that near where the steam 
«r (ieorge S. Wright is thought to have 
been lost tho body of a little child was 
picked up. It had a life-preserver about 
its little body, which bore evidence of 
having boon in the water some time. Tho 
poor little thing must have been a pas- 
senger on the lost steamer. Tho Otter 
will bo down to-day.

The Census.— The detailed returns of 
the Census of England and Wales, taken 
on the 8d of April, 1871, was recently is- 
sued. According to tho revised returns, 
the population of the United Kingdom, 
exclusive of tho Army, Navy, and seamen 
abroad, was in 1871 31,628,338, against 
'29,070,932 in 1861, showing an increase in 
the ten years of 2,557,400, or 8.8 per cent. 
Ireland decreased (5.7 per cent. The num- 
ber of men in the Army, Navy and mer- 
chant service is estimated at about 8229,- 
000. Tho area of England and Wales, 
estimated in 1801 at 37,324,883 acres, is 
now estimated, with the recent correc- 
tions, at 37,319.221 acres, 

Vert Pkopkr. — The Toronto Chief of 
Police, in an admirable report, points 
out that it has been found eighty per 
cont. of tho thefts brought under the 
notice of the Department in that city 
have been traced to the practice of ex- 
posing goods at shop doors; ,and ho re- 
commends the passage of a by-law pro- 
hibiting the exposure of goods in this 
way. Tho recommendation is an excel- 
lent one; ,ind its universal application 
would greatly tend to diminish crimo by 
removing temptation to il.

of tho Fire Brigade could swallow over 
375 gallons of water por minute, which 
tho 9-inch main would deliver at all tho 
prominent corners in tho city, I proposo 
to give a double quantity out of the same 
pipe. In order to effect this tho main lino 
of pipe will branch at tho corner of Dou- 
glas and Fort streets, up along Fort street 
to Moss street, and thonco to a natural 
reservoir in tho rocks in tho rear of Mr. 
Ward's (tho Bank Manager). At this 
spot a distributing reservoir can be locat- 
ed, purchased and completed for the sum 
of $3000, after which it would contuin 
2,500,000 gallons saved from tho flow at 
night, and by this means no portion of 
tho head pressure would bo lost, as the 
same main that tilled the reservoir could 
bo used back again through Fort streot, as 
a distributing main, thus giving IS inches 
of water for 12 hours of the day through 
tho same main pipes and delivering water 
by high pressure at the rate of 750 gallons 
per minute, or 15,000 gallons per hour — 
enough for six times our present popula- 
tion, an influx wo aro not likely to havo 
for some time to come, during which 
timo mills and other mechanical machi- 
nery could bo supplied by the high pres- 
sure system. The expense of laying this 
main, which will answer a double pnr- 
poso, will be 67,500; tho distance, say, 
1700 yards, which is over tho mark. Now 
our expenditure amounts to §80,800, all 
told, leaving a surplus fund on hand of 
$13,200 for contingencies and superinten- 
dence Tho distributing reservoir would 
rood pay for itself , the source of Bupply 
being high enough to deliver water in 
the kitchen of Cory Castlo, 

Having given my views upon this sub- 
ject, I trust the City Council will proceed 
with the work without faltering. Homo 
timo must elapse before the pipes can 
arrive from England, but the construc- 
tion of the dam and head-work, cutting 
trench, etc., c<*uld bo commenced without 
delay.

Horrible Occnrrence-A man 
Drawn Feet Foremost Be- 
tween Iron Rollers. 

Nnwnoaa, N. Y. — It is scarcely over 
within tho province of a newspaper to 
chronicle a mora sickening accident than 
that which occurcd to James Milligan, 
who was drawn feet foremost through two 
massive iron rollers only three and a half 
inches apart, and which are used in fiat- 
toning bars of steel for tho plates of saws. 
Mr. Milligan was employed as blacksmith's 
helper in the steel rolling mill of Wheeler, 
Madden k Clemson. Ho was climbing 
upon a board laid across rods over the 
rollers, in order to place in position a 
wrench which is used to regulate tho 
space through which the heated steel and 
iron aro passed, when tho board suddenly 
tipped, causing him to fall. His foot, 
struck upon the side in front of tho rollers 
which were revolving at tho rate of sixty 
times a minute, mid wero instantly caught 
between them. The poor fellow had ouly 
time to utter tho singlo cry of "Oh!"' 
wdiilo his body, foot foremost, was boing 
drawn through a space of three and a half 
inches. Hardly a second had elapsed be- 
fore the body was a shapeless mass of flesh 
blood, bones, and clothes, presenting as 
it did, the most horrible and sickening 
sight that eyes could look upon. It drop- 
ped from tho rollers a limp and quivering 
mass, and when straightened out, covered 
a space of ground that two mon would 
occupy. Not a whole or perfect bono re- 
mained in tho body, and many bones wore 
protruding through tho flesh and clothing 
at different places. The head was a fear- 
ful sight to look upon. It had gone 
through tho rollers face upward, and it 
came out completely flattened and par- 
tially turned.
